How can I know that I am justified by faith alone? 


The idea runs so contrary to the human way of 
thinking. All humanly devised religions are agreed 
in principle that man must achieve his salvation 
by some effort and merit of his own. This the 
divine plan declares absolutely impossible. "By 
the deeds of the Law there shall no flesh be jus- 
tified inHis sight." Romans 3,20. Therefore we are 
under the curse of the Law, Galatians 3,20, and 
deserving of death, Romans 6,23. However, "the 
Lord is not willing that any should perish", II 
Peter 3,9, but "will have all men to be saved" , 
I Timothy 2,4. 


THIS IS GRACE - the unmerited love of God saving 
sinners who deserve death. Grace is not some div— 
inely infused initiative or virtue to help us work 
out our own salvation. God's grace is not in the 
least affected, motivated, or influenced by any 
worthiness in us. In fact, the slightest injection 
of man's merit or worthiness utterly destroys God's 
grace. “If by grace, then it is no more of works; 
otherwise grace is no more grace." Romans 11,16. 


But God's grace cannot by-pass His justice. The 
wages of sin must be paid, either by Christ or by 
us. The grace of God is revealed "in that, while 
we were yet sinners, Christ died for us". Romans 
5,8. So we are "justified freely by His grace 
through the redemption that is) in Christ Jesus". 
Romans 3,24. In Christ and for,Christ's sake, God 
is gracious to sinners. They who trust in a grace 
of God which is outside of Christ trust in some—- 
thing that does not exist. 


Salvation by works is impossible; by grace, it is 
certain - as certain as "God was in Christ recon— 
ciling the world unto Himself". II Cor. 5,19. 
"What shall we say then? Shall we continue in sin 
that grace may abound?" Romans 6,1. The reply to 
this question will be given m the next "Keyword".

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HISTORIC STATEMENTS OF OUR FAITH 
Ghe Augsburg Gonfession 


More than a thousand years elapsed between the last 
ecumenical creed and the first specifically Luth- 
eran statement of faith, the Augsburg Confession, 


Urged by the Pope to put down the Lutherans by 
force, Emperor Charles V, faced with the threat of 
Turkish invasion, desisted. Instead, he attempted 
to settle the religious differences by inviting 
the Lutherans to submit a statement of their faith 
for discussion and decision at the Diet in Angsburg 
in 1530. 


The Augsburg Confession was the glad and concil- 
iatory reply. Drawn up by Philip Melanchthon and 
approved by Martin Luther, the Augustana stated in 
clear and friendly language what the Lutherans 
believed to be the truth of God's Word. The first 
21 articles outline the essential Lutheran doctrines 
and state their agreement with the beliefs of the 
ancient church. The second half, seven longer art— 
icles, deal with the abuses which had crept into 
the church among them, communion in one kind, monastic 


vows, priestly celibacy and compulsory confess ion., 


The Augsburg Confession is the outstanding state- 
ment of evangelical Christianity. At the heart of 
all its articles lies the central doctrine of 
justification by faith in Christ, Later Protestant 
confessions show the influence of this, the first 
and chief Lutheran symbol. Of the Thirty-nine 
Articles of the Church of England, five are almost 
word-for-word translations while another eleven 
reproduce the meaning if not the phraseology of 
the Augustana, 


On Saturday, 25 June 1530, in the presence, of the 
Emperor and a large assembly of church and state 
representatives, the Confession of Augsburg was 
read for the first time. Inmany Lutheran churches 
the 25th June ranks with the 3lst October as a day 
of special services of thanksgiving. 
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My Faith at Work

There is no doubt that the seed of faith in Christ, 
implanted at Baptism, is developed by a Christian 
upbringing. Yet, in my case, it took many years 
before this faith became a real factor in my life. 


Amongst the things that stood in the way were the 
preoccupation of work and the absence of material 
worries, 


God used both hardship and blessing to bring about 
a change. Adversities in Germany before and during 
the War; after the War, life as a refugee with loss 
of property and years of unemployment, separation 
from the family, and, finally, laborioua attempts 
at regaining in a foreign land professional status 
which meant re-qualifying at an age when a stud— 
ent's problems are normally over. But there were also 
blessings: seeing my family grow up unscathed 
spiritually and physically, my wife's continuous 
loving and loyal support, the Christian hospitality 
extended to my family and myself by our Lutheran 
brethren in London, the happiness of watching my 
own children growing up to become real witnesses to 
their. faith, and, at last, eventual success pro- 
fessionally, in becoming established once again as 
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a child specialist and, quite recently, in being 
appointed Medical Superintendent of one of Dr. 
Barnardo's Homes for destitute children. 


Faith in the Laboratory 


A challenge to Christian faith, common in the med- 
ical profession, is the old argument that the Holy 
Scriptures are simply contradicted by the facts of 
modern science. The events related in Genesis and 
the account of our Lord's miracles in the New 
Testament, they say, are inconceivable to a scien- 
tifically—trained person and therefore unacceptable 
to a medical man. My answer to this is simple. 
Every day in a doctor's life presents him with 
problems for which there is no full explanation. 
The very process of healing is by no means fully 
understood, although the most thorough research 
has been applied to study its mechanics. 


Faith in the Surgery 


What the doctor believes is important for the pa- 
tient he treats. His own Christianity is like a 
mirror which reflects on those who seek his help. 
His own inner tranquillity, which comes from faith , 
is soon felt by the patient. The doctor who brings 
to the sickbed, besides his stethescope, this faith 
is bound to be more successful than his opposite 
number who lacks this invisible armament, because 
he is, of all his fellow human beings, the nearest 
to the sick. Faith in Christ teaches a doctor to 
recognize his own limitations and, at the same 
time, reminds him to trust Him who said that He is 
the Way, the Truth, and the Life. 


By His grace and through His Word God brought me 
to re-discover my faith. Christian love follows 
Christian faith. It is this love which I hope to 
bring to bear in my daily work with destitute and 
sick children. I know that my Saviour will continue 
to hold His hand over us as He has done in the 
past and that He will my faith at work.
